District attorneys must, of ne- 
cessity, have wide discretion in 
utilitzing their offices for law 
enforcement and prosecution 
purposes.” Speiser continued: 
“Nevertheless, it seems appar- 
ent that Mr. Garrison is indis- 
criminately using his power to 
bring criminal charges in order 
to intimidate those who disagree 
with him. Such activities do not 
appear to be an effort to ar- 
rive at the truth, but, instead, 

[ to silence critics.” 

Speiser urged that if an in- 
vestigation of Garrison and his I 
associates indicates that there 
ihave been violations of the| 
! United States Code the matter 


be presented to a grand jury for 
indictments.
